EARNED BIG SUM 


Last Five Years Profitable, 
According to Witness. 


Prefers Bonds to Farms as a 
Paying Investment. . 


More Objection to Rate Plea 
Offered in Chicago.

CHICAGO, March 30.—Testimony 
that the Western railroads, instead of 
becoming improverished, have in the 
last five years earned more revenue 
than ever before in their history was 
offered at the Interstate Commerce 
Commission hearing today of the 
forty-one Western railroads petition 
for higher rates on certain commo- 


Appearing in opposition to the rall- 
roads’ plea that they be permitted to 
charge rates that will yield them at 
least $10,000,000 a year more revenue 
Wayne Ellis, statistician of the Iowa 
Railroad Commission, asserted that 
the railroads, judged by statistics 
which he complied, were prosperous. 

The witness asserted that the rall- 
roads were now paying more dividends 
than ever before and that the rate 
at which they were able to borrow 
money, compared favorably with the 
rate which industrials had to pay. 
He will be cross examined tomorrow. 


WALLACE TESTIFIES. 


Henry C. Wallace, Des Moines, Iowa, 
who appeared as an agricultural ex- 


pert, and who had testified that the 


railroads were attempting to impose 
a burden on the farmers, was asked 
whether Iowa railroad securities were 
considered a better investment than 


“I don't know, but if I owned an 
Iowa farm, I would sell it and buy 
railroad securities.” he said. 


$17,000, and in calculating a 3 to 4 
per cent income,” the witness con- 
tinued, “the farmer allows for his 
own labor only $600 a year. Cer- 


$17,000 investment is worth more than 
a $600 salary, yet the railroads now 
ask that the farmer help them out. 
Almost all these proposed increases 
are on agricultural products. 

“Iowa farm property is worth 
$4,000,000,000, yielding 3 per cent. 
while the ratiroad property in the 
State is 18,0%, %, and railroads 
want on this Investment 7 to 9 per 
cent. 

“The needs of labor for higher 
wages and the needs of the ralliroads 
for more revenue are constantly be- 
fore the public through the press, but 
the needs of the farmer are seldom 
referred to. The farmers are anxious 
that the rallroads be efficient and that 
they pay a good yield to the inves- 
tor. It is to their interest that the 
roads be kept up. but the farmer 
should not be called upon to bear this 
Additional burden.” 

YALE EDUCATOR TALKS. 

J. Pease Norton, a former assistant 
professor of economics and railway 
statisten at Yale University. was 
asked why evidence he introduced 
was word for word the same as evi- 
dence given at the eastern rate case 
hearing and marked “Thorne Ex- 
hibit.” Mr. Norton replied, that while 
the words were the same, the figures 
were different and he had made ad- 
ditional interpolations. 

The eastern exhibit hed been in- 
troduced by Clifford Thorne, chairman 
of the Railroad Commission, 
who acted for the shippers in the east- 
ern case, and who is acting for the 
protesting shippers in the present 


case. 

Mr. Norton's testimony was to com- 
bat the assertion of the western ran 
roads that they should be permitted 
to earn at least 7 per cent. on their 
investments.

STATE DIVISION 
FROWNED UPON. 


Sentiment is All Against Any 
Such Movement. 


Proposal Couldn’t Get One 
Vote in Legislature. 
Liquor Men the Only Ones 
‘A gitating Separation. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE. | 
SACRAMENTO, March 29.—State 
division will not become an issue be- 
fore the present Legislature. Freak 
bills and cinch bills have been intro- 
duced in bundles, but no legislator has 
yet been discovered with a conscience 
so calloused as to permit his name 
to be associated with legislation pro- 
viding for the dismemberment of 


California. 

Thinking to capitalize sectional 
sentiment awakened during the last 
State campaign, an association which 
seems to have existed chiefly on paper 
started two months ago to circulate 
petitions having for their object ulti- 
mate State division. These petitions | 
were prepared under the direction of 
Russell Dunn, a former San Francisco 
newspaper man and the offices of the 
association were in that city. 

From lip to lip the report was cir- 
culated that the wine and liquor men 
were back of this petition and that 
its object was to permit the nine 
southern counties to go dry if they 
insisted on heading in that direction, 
to sever the State at the Tehachepi in 
order that the northern and central 
counties might not be ruined by the 
folly of the south. The assertion was 
also made frequently that the south- 
ern counties would like to secede and 
that they would welcome a State di- 
vision movement. 

QUICKLY SQUELCHED. 


But when the petitions themselves 
appeared a latent spirit of State unity 
was violently awakened and an over- 
whelming protest drove them 
quickly into hiding, Gov. Johnson's 
name had been used as favoring this 
movement. The Governor silenced 
this report a month ago by a strong 
declaration against State division. 

The wine and liquor men now here 
lobbying for a new licensing bill are 
speaking loudest against the proposal 
for dividing the State. The statement 
that the sentiment of Southern Call- 
fornia is in favor of division has been 
negatived by the Southern members of 
the Legislature. 

Senators Ballard, and 
Thompson have asserted in public 
Statements that there is no Southern 
sentiment favoring such a measure, 
and the Los Angeles county Assembly- 
men are a unit aginst it. 

STRONGER T:ii\N EVER. 

Ryan and McDonald for south of 
Market and Schmitt representing the, 
elite of San Francisco, are all openly 
opposed to such legislation. In fact, 
it would appear that the sentiment 
against State division was never 80 
strong as during the present crisis in 
the affairs of so many nations. 

There have been murmurs of dis- 
content in the past from the south 
concerning the unfair division of State 
tax money, and State offices and pa- 
tronage too. Some of these have been 
accompanied by mouthings about State 
division. But during the last ten years 
the southern part of the State has 
been catching up so rapidly with the 
north that the former disparity no 
longer exists. A bill to permit a por- 
tion of the State to disincorporate for 
the purpose of readmission to the Un- 
ion as a separate State would receive 
no more votes in the Legislature than 
a bill for the State to withdraw its 

allegience from the Union and unite 
with Mexico or Japan. 

WHAT THEY SAY. 


Here are a few expressions from 
members of the Legislature 

Seyator Ballard—I am unalterably 
opposed to State division. I feel cer- 
tain such a 
celve a single vote in Senate. 
Since I have been here, I have heard 
the subject mentioned only in a con- 
demnatory way. I have not heard a 
single person favor such action. 

Senator Cogswell—I have heard 
nothing about State division since the 
legislative recess. Such a bill would 
receive short shrift in the Senate, 
The sentiment is practically unani- 
mous against it. 
Senator Thompson—State division 
is not an issue before the Legislature 
and I feel certain that the matter will 
not be broached. I have heard noth- 
ing of it since the Governor spoke 
against it at the Legislative banquet. 

Assemblyman Schmitt—San Fran- 
cisco does not favor State division and 
would vote overwhelmingly against 
it. I feel certain the matter will not 
come before the Legislature. I do 
not think there is a member here 
who would care to have his name 
attached to such a measure. 

Assemblyman Cary—Fresno and the 
San Joaquin Valley would vote almost 
as a unit against State division. That 
thing is dead. I have heard of no 
State division petitions circulating in 
my district. I feel certain that such 
a measure could never receive suffi- 
clent votes to call an initiative elec- 


on. 

Assemblyman Ryan—The Mission 
districts of San Francisco would vote 
almost solidly against State division. 
I cah think of no measure that would 
be more unpopular there. You will 
find that the laboring people are well

Five thousand indignant men and 
women and children had assembled in 
the avenue in front of the buildings 
to watch the Carfanzista soldiery prod 
the peons to their savage worst. The 
crowd was mad, but the fear of mas- 
sacre in case they intervened checked 
their spirit of fire. Then a woman 
went insane. The sight of the sac- 
rilege deprived her of her reason. She 
knocked a gillager from his feet, and, 
with the very doorjam he was carting 
to the street, she split the man’s 
skull. Then began a riot and street 
battle that has never before a com- 
parison in Mexico City. Professional 
men and cultured women turned up- 
on the pack of men-wolves and beat 
them with their walking sticks and 
umbrellas. The peon women looters 
were driven out of the street by the 
indignant class as cats drive rats 
scurrying for cover. The peons out- 
numbered the class ten to one, but 
the indignation of the class was a 
monumental weapon against the 
cowardice of the mass. For two hours 
the fight raged back and forth be- 
tween Avenida San Francisco and 
Avenida Independencia, on Calle San 
Juan de Letran. Broken bodies with 
crushed skulls littered the streets. 
The peons ran @ gauntlet of 500 clubs 
and fists and feet, until their cries 
for mercy re-echoed over the district. 
Boards a foot wide and a foot thick 
were brought down upon their heads. 
And as they fell they were kicked 
from one group to another until their 
bodies had either been rolled to the 
watching thousands at either end of 
the street or they lay bleeding and 
unconscious. 


SOLDIERS ARRIVE. 


Then came the soldiers. Gen. Alvaro 
Obregon, who had sanctioned the sac- 
rilege, had sent his armed cavalry in- 
to the mobs to sheot down the class 
that the mass might continue their 
depredations. Volley after volley was 
fired into the street. Galloping horses 
were ridden over prostrate bodies, and 
fleeing figures were knocked down and 
crushed by the flying hoofs. Soldiers 
came from everywhere. Their lust 
for blood was aroused and the smell 
of Yaqui was everywhere heavy as 
nauseating gas. 

FOREIGNERS ATTACKED. 

Then came an unexpected finale, 
which, like all other things Mexican, 
ended in an outrage against foreign- 
ers. Two hundred Americans and a 
cosmopolitan group of guests at the 
American Club suddenly found them- 
selves prisoners, An armed cordon of 
mounted troops had been thrown 
around the club building. Not a man 
could enter, and to attempt to leave 
meant death by a rifle ball. For halt 
an hour no explanation was made. 
Then, as suddenly as was the im pris- 
onment itself, Yaqui Indians began 
pounding their guns against the doors 
for admittance. Americans imprisoned 
in the club had assembled on the bal- 
conies overhanging the street. They 
were threatened with death if they 
did not retire. Finally the soldiers 
procured admittance by threatening 
to smash down the doors. Protesta- 
tions that the club was foreign prop- 
erty and that the American flag over 
the door prevented them from enter- 
ing made no difference. While they 
were still thundering at the doors a 
group of high Carranzista officials 
came to the club upon orders from 
the Commandancia Militar. The im- 
prisoned clubmen had telephoned the 
Brazilian Minister, and he had im- 


mediately got into communication 
with the Carranzista authorities, pro- 
testing against the outrage and de- 
manding immediate liberation of the 
foreigners. © officers sent to the 
club from headquarters, however, in- 
stead of giving the clubmen their lib- 
erty, strengthened the guard and re. 


iterated orders that no man should 
| leave or enter the building under pen- 
ay of death. They then said that 
men who had attacked the peons were 
being given refuge in the club, and 
they stamped through the building, 
searching guests’ private rooms and 
rummaging into every closet, ostensi- 
bly searching for native offenders, and 
finally leaving with oaths and threats. 
The Americans had been prisoners for 
two hours, and during that two hours 
soldiers in the streets attempted in 
every possible way to incite among 
the maddened mobs an anti-American 
demonstration and the murder of the 
members and looting of the club.

Not one room of all the many once 
beautiful salons and — — 
and restaurants, dormitories and rec- 
reation rooms, of the ballroom and 
sunrooms, gymnasium and cantina, is 
left. Everything has been wantonly 
destroyed. Shot and shel! during the 
battle splintered the great imported 
glass dome over the ballroom. Vanda! 
hands wrecked the stage and tore 
down the balconies, ripped the ma- 
hogany benching from the walls and 
tore paneled doors from their hinges. 
Horses’ hoofs have chopped the dance 
floor to pieces and the filth of beastly 
men, with the litter of weeks of liv- 
ing there, is piled high from the por- 
tales to the office sala. The office itself 
was sacked from dynamite-destroyed 
safe to desks, even the telephone be- 
ing shot or torn from the walls and 
the typewriters and documents of 
club being ripped to Pieces. Billiard 
tables were burned up, hangings 
shredded and every article of im- 
ported furniture in the recreation- 
rooms shot or kicked to splinters. 
The banquet hall is a vast ruin of 
wrecked tables and disjointed, twist- 
ed service. Silver that was not car- 
ried away was twisted out of shape 
by malicious hands. Flooring was 
ripped up and windows smashed. mir- 
rors crashed by gun butts and service 
furniture reduced to kindling. 

And so it was. from room to room, 
even up into the watch tower. the 
beautiful culinary equipment and the 
entire kitchen, the cantina and the 
gymnasium, the bedrooms—every- 
thing being in complete ruin. Furni- 
ture that had cost thousands of dol- 
lars was not carried away. It was 
cut to bits. Brocaded silk upholstery 
was knifed and bayoneted from the 
chairs and lounging couches, from 
wall seats and divans. Pillows by the 
hundreds were torn apart and whole 
floors of the club are a foot deep in 
feathered waste. Sheets and quilts— 
everything that goes to make up rich 
boudoirs and comfortable dormitories 
were shredded or used for bedding 
for the troops and their horses. The 
cymnasium and locker-room is a mass 
of filth and ruin. Two thousand lock 
ers were mashed to sawdust. their con- 
tents stolen and the sporting equip- 
ment of their owners broken into bits. 
Thousands of golf clubs and tennis 
racquets, bats and polo sticks, all 
splintered, litter the floors. Even the 
sinks and showers in the baths were 
taken from their sockets and the 


water piping twisted beyond repair. 
while every electric bulb in the club 
was demol and the wiring pulled 


down. 
LOOTING OF HOMES. 
Looting the private homes of for- 


eigners on March 11, both the Zapa- 


pillaging by the same sort of vandal- 
lem that had marked their depreda- 
tions at the church, school and coun- 
try club. The homes of four Amer- 
icans—George W. Bryant, C. A. Eng- 
lish, Edward Hoeflich and 
Hagewich — were pillaged and de- 
stroyed. The home of I. E. Serres, 
the Frenchman whose wife was rav- 
aged by twenty-eight Zapatista brutes, 
was looted and demolished, and the 
interior of the residence of I. W. Pat- 
ton, an Englishman, and C. E. Ceder- 
gen wrecked, and nineteen Spaniards 
suffered sacking and demolition of 
their residences. 

The McManus home, in the defense 
of which J. B. McManus of Chicago 
lost his life, was gutted, the rooms 
firet being rifled and looted of every- 
thing portable and the destructionists 
then shooting and tearing to atoms 
everything thar remained. The hate 
the Zapatistas held for McManus was 
demonstrated by the twisted and torn 
frames which had held photos of him- 
self and his wife and their children 
and parents. Remarks written on the 
back of the torn pictures cannot be 
reprinted. 

And the American flag over the 
McManus house and under which Mc- 
Manus had, single-handed, fought ior 
his life against his 300 enemies, was 
torn from the flag pole until only a 
thread held it—and at  half-mast—— 
over his body as it lay on the roof 
and Zapatista bullets were poured into 
it. 

C. E. English was shot, as stated 
previously, while defending his. wife 
from the attempted ravages of two 
Carranzista officers andi his home from 
their looting hands. He succeeded in 
the former, receiving a bullet for his 
manhood, but could not prevent 
latter, and his little home is a wre?

VILLA RETURNS 
TO TORREON.

ORDERS AMERICANS 
TO LEAVE NACO.

NACO (Aru) March 30.—Naco, 
Sonora, the town which was “neutral- 
ized” by agreement between the Mex- 
ican factional leaders last December, 
when Brig.-Gen. Hugh L. Scott of the 
United States Army, acted as inter- 
mediary, is again being prepared for 
hostilities.

PETROGRAD, March 30 (via Lon- 
don, March 3f, 1:17 a.m.)—The Rus- 
sian War Office tonight made public 
the following communication: n 

“On Sunday a German vessel ap- 
proached Libau (on the Baltie) and 
fired 200 projectiles, killing one civi- 
lian and woundingganother. No sol- 
diers were injured. 

“On the front west of the Niemen 
River the fighting continues. On Sun- 
day near the village of Strunbagtow. 
eight miles northwest of Lozdzieje, we 
captured remnants of a German bat- 
talion which had been attacked by us 
with the bayonet, numbering 200. 

“On the right bank of the Narew, 
between the Skwa and Omulew, fight- 
ing continues for the possession of the 
isolated woods and heights. We have 
driven the enemy out of the region 
around the village of Wach. 

“In the Carpathians, between the 
points leading to Bartfeld and Uzsok 
Pass, our actions are Govelopins with 
perfect success. Notwithstanding the 
enemy's stubborn resistance and 4 se- 
ries of desperate counter-attacks, we 
again carried some fortified positions 
on the heights and captured Sunday 
and Monday seventy-six officers and 
5384 men, and five guns, twenty-one 
machine guns and one trench mortar. 

“A detachment of the enemy ad- 
vancing from Czernowitz (Bukowina) 
on Sunday, forced our frontier and 
pushed forward half way to Chotin. 
Measures have been taken to meet this 
incursion.”

NO INTENTION 
TO SLIGHT US. 


Los Angeles is Assured of 
Terminal Rates. 


Railroads Deny Having Ever 
Planned Otherwise. 


Fine-spun Interpretation of 
Decision to Blame, 


Los Angeles gets terminal rates. 
With the shippers and the carriers 


united to further the city's interests, 
Los Angeles is assured of rates equal 
to those of other California terminals, 
under the application of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission's decision in 
the “Schedule C“ rate case, said Traffic 
Manager Gregson of the Associated 
Jobbers yesterday. 

“Our big fight for rates as low as 
other Pacific Coast terminais has been 
won, according to all indications,” said 
Mr. Gregson. “With the railroads 
standing back of us, I firmly believe 
that the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission will sanction our plan to pre- 
vent Los Angeles from being adversely 
discriminated against. However, we 
want to see Los Angeles specifically 
designated for all times as a Pacific 
Coast terminal.” 

Ripping holes in the fabric of 
“might be” cloth that was woven from 
the thread of the commission's deci- 
sion. Mr. Gregson asserted yesterday 
that he is now in possession of infor- 
mation which makes it practically cer- 
tain that the rates which the railroads 
will frame to compete with the water 
carriers in transcontinental traffic will 
be no higher to and from Los Angeles 
than to and from San Francisco or 
Oakland. 

Significantly, this assertion follows 
the lines of the assurance given by 
traffic men, immediately following the 
handing down of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission's decision, that Los 
Angeles would not be discriminated 
against. 

NO DISCRIMINATION. 


“The railroads can be depended on not 
to discriminate against Los Angeles, 
no matter what the splitting of hairs 
may lead to,“ said General Freight 
Agent Sloan of the Salt Lake in an in- 
terpretation of the decision, which 
was published exclusively in The Times 
the day following its announcement. 
“The splitting of hairs” was a refer- 
ence to the question, “What is a Pa- 
cifie Coast terminal? that was promt- 
ed by the commission's designation of 
the wharf of call of any Atlantic-Pa- 
cific steamer as the actual and only 
place where competition exists. This 
was in accordance with the refusal of 
the steamship lines, immedictely fol- 
lowing the opening of the Panama Ca- 
nal, to absorb any part of the charges 
of commodity handling beyond a ves- 
sel’s lines. In other words, to be extra 
precise, competition between the 
steamship lines and the railroads exists 
only at the point where a vessel's sides 
touch the pier. 

It was a rather fine-drawn decision, 
one that has been open to much lati- 
tude of application, particularly as 
San Pedro's wharves, where no At- 
lantic-Pacific freighters call, were des- 
ignated as competitive points, while 
Wilmington'’s wharves, where they all 
call, were not. 

“The railroads’ proposal of read- 
justed. basing rates is the solvent of 
the problem of preventing discrimina- 
tion against our jobbers,” said Mr. 
Gregson. Information of what these 
basing rates are to be has been re- 
ceived by Mr. Gregson, but, for rea- 
sons of policy, cannot now be made 


public. 
PROBLEMS TO SOLVE. 


Not all of the many knotty problems 
that have grown out of the miscalled 
“terminal rate decision” have been 
solved by any manner of means. In 
fact they have been increased by the 
rallroad's application to the commis- 
Son to extend the list of commodities 
moving under Schedule C.“ and sub- 
ject to reduction in rates to this city 
and other terminals to meet water 
competition. 
“Since their original application the 
railroads have found that the list of 
competitive commodities is larger than 
at first thought,” said Mr. n. 
This is the reason for the application 
to increase the items handled under 
Schedule C, which originally included 
about 125 commodities.” 

Because of the large importance of 
this proposed extension of the list of 
commodities subject to important re- 
ductions in rates and also as part of the 
fight to get Los Angeles the name, as 
well as the benefits, already assured, 
of designation as a Pacific Coast ter-

Ellwood Cooper, Eighty-four 
and Still Eats Em. 


Set First Grove in America 
Out Fifty Years Ago, 


Today a nation will celebrate Olive 
Day. Yesterday, the acknowledged 
father of the olive-growing industry 
of America, Elwood Cooper, of Senta 
Barbara, arrived here to assist in the 
celebration in the city that has come 
to be the center of ths reduction and 
processing side of the great and grow- 
ing industry and in whose environs e 
the largest olive grove in the world, 

In 1868 Mr. Cooper, even -then 
nearing middie age, landed at Santa 
Barbara from a small sailing vessel 
on a tour of the State. He was then 
a West Indies olive and oll importer. 
At the did Santa Barbara Mission a 
grove of thriving olive trees naturally 
attracted his attention. 

“Inquiries,” said Mr. Cooper at the 
Lankershim yesterday, “developed 
that the padres only used the lives 
for the making of an oil used in ‘he 
church ceremonies, never for food 
purposes. That it was poasibie in this 
country to seperate the three essen- 
tial olle of the olive and retain chat 
which is palatable seems never to 
have occurred to anyone. Neither 
was the fruit used at Santa bera 
either after ripening or for pic 
so far as I could find.” 

But at Santa Ynez Mission, Mr. 
Cooper found one woman who used 
the olive for pickling. He also found 
that the one olive tree that stood in 
the Mission close there, and bore most 
profuse crops of fruit, was five miles 
from any other tree of its kind. 
“This proved to me that the male. 
and the female were combined in one 
tree, that the olive was self-pollenis- 
ing, in spite of the age-old legend to

ORE POLICEMEN 
ASKED BY CHIEF. 


WANTS A HUNDRED AND THIRTY 
NEW ONES ALLOWED. 


Chief of Police Sebastian yesterday 
sent the police budget to the City Au- 
ditor, requesting 100 additional pa- 
trolmen and thirty other officers and 


attaches of the police department to 
1 for the year beginning 
uly 1. 

Here is what the Chief asks in the 
way of increase in the force for the 
mext fiscal year: 100 patrolman at 
$1000 per year, $100,000; ten de- 
tectives at $1800 a year, $18,000; eight 
motorcycle men at $1500 a year, $132,- 
000: two sergeants at $1500 a year, 
$3000; five chauffeurs, at $960 a year, 
$4800; two policewomen at $900 a 
year, $1800; two stenographers in de- 
partment and one for Police Com- 
mission, at $960 a year, $2889. 

Chief Sebastian estimates the cost 
of operating the police department 
next year at $1,091,932, and the cost 
of operating the municipal farm, 
$2742. The estimate for the police 
department proper is $34,915 less than 
the estimate for the present year, and 
$273,416 leas than was allowed by the 
Budget Committee. 

In addition to the usual estimates, 
the Chief asks for $40,000 for the 
erection of a station, and $10,000 for 
@ site at San Pedro. 

“The estimates are based upon ac- 
tual, not theoretical needs,” says Chief 
Sebastian, “and are considerably re- 
duced from estimates made by various 
division commanders. I have asked for 
only 100 additional patrolmen, al- 
though I believe twice that number 
should be allowed.” 

In his requests the Chief asks for 
$8400 for secret service, which is $830 
leas than used the current year. 

The larger items in the budget, 
aside from the requests for increased 
force, include $15,000 for automo-

RULING MAY

Judge Bledsoe of the Federal Court 


by | has broken new ground in his deci- 


sion denying the writ of habeas cor- 


pus in the case of George Psimoules, 
a Greek, arrested and ordered de- 
ported on the ground that he is an 
jundesirable alien in that he was an 
alien Inmate of a disreputable house 
located at No. 335 New High street. 

The immigration act on this subject 
heretofore applied to only women in 
such houses, and the law referred to 
“any alien” woman,” etc. In 1910 
the law was amended 80 as to apply to 
“any alien who is an inmate,” etc. 

It was argued that under the law 
an “inmate” of such a house could 
only be one who practiced the acts 
for which the house was conducted: 
that in such a sense a man could not 
be an “inmate.” Judge Bledsoe held 
against the contention, and decided 
that a man could be an “inmate” un- 
der th: law. 

Yesterday, an appeal in behalf of 
Psimoules was allowed by Judge 
Bledsoe, and the Greek held in $2000 
bond awaiting the action of the Cir- 
cuit Court on his appeal Psimoules 
is the third manager of No. 335 New 
High street to be ordered deported. 

The decision of Judge Bledsoe is 
likely to create considerable comment 
as the point has never before been 
Gecided by a Federal Court. If a

Officer Here on a Mission for 
the Allies. 


Declares Japan Wanted Hold 
on Port of Hamburg.

PASADENA. March 31.—The Fu- 
Fopean war will end before the 
autumn leaves fall, was the cheery 
statement of Capt. L. Ingrouville, who 
is in California on an official mission 
for the allies. 

The captain, who is fresh from the 
battlefields, having fought in the 
trenches in various localities in Eu- 
rope, refused to tell the nature of his 
trip and also refused to tell just where 
he has been fighting. | 

“Before peace comes,” he declared, 
“there will be terrible fighting and 
horrible loss of life and destruction 
of property. We realize fully that 
shocking fact. So much so that be- 
fore I left Paris, I learned that al! 
the wounded had been ordered 
moved from the capital, and that 100, 
000 extra beds have been ordered for 
the hospitals to be ready for use the 
first week in April. These beds 
in addition to those which will be 
vacated. 

“I have several reasons for believ- 
ing the hostilities will cease by au- 
tumn; I think by that time the Ger- 
mans will have driven out of 
Belgium and France and beyond the 
Rhine. I further believe the Ger- 
mans are now short of ammunition, 
and will not have enough to stand 
against the added thousands of men 
that Great Britain, France and Rus- 
sia will put into the field within a 
few days. That the allies have plen- 
ty of ammunition I have no fear. My 
opinion is based upon my knowledge 
of the enormous output of war ma- 
terial, which has been going on in 
France, Britain, Canada, Japan and 
the United States. Italy, I feel sure, 
will join the allies, and overrun Aus- 


tria and bombard the Adriatic ports. peac

THE GERMAN ATTITUDE. 

“I believe that despite the unques- 
tioned patriotism of the Germans they 
already realize that their national 
prosperity has been due to their com- 
merce with other nations, and that 
this commerce is so ruined that it 
will take years to redeem what they 
have already lost. If the war should 
continue tong, the ruin will be ir- 
retrievable for generations to come. 
The German people, including the 
Prussians, have repeatedly evidenced 
a desire to set themselves right in the 
eyes of the United States and other 
neutral countries. No matter how 
exalted their self-esteem may be. the 
Germans respect public opinion. They 
do not want their country to be a 
pariah among the nations 

“And the mental attitude of the peo- 
ple, after having received adverse 
criticism through their treatment of 
Belgium, will have its effect on the 
question of negotiations for peace, as 
the Germans desire to be considered 
ethically correct.“ 

Capt. Ingrouville stated he believes 
the terms of peace will be absolute- 
ly just. The claims of Belgium and 
Poland will be considered para- 
mount. 


He does not expect Japanese troops 
will be used in Europe, although the 
people of Nippon are ready to assist 
the allies. So eager were they to 
help that shortly after the outbreak 
of the war they not only sent envoys 
to Europe to offer their services, said 
the captain, but dispatehed twenty- 
seven shiploads of munitions of war, 
and these supplies are right now 
stored in huge warehouses in a great 
French port, among those who are 
in the “know,” he continued.
